Sincere congratulations are extend to KOHTN, KA8HDE, N1TF, N4DSP, NOVKU, 
W4JBB and W5JCS who achieved their personal Morse Code proficiency 
enhancement goals, overcame receiving and sending problems and were presented 
certificates of completion in recognition of their achievements.
